I. Darby, Canadian Council of Ag- 
riculture, and R. J, Deachman, Con- 
sumers’ league. Both questioned Mr. 
Campbell along lines designed to 
show that increased prices of books 
and other articles would follow in- 
creased duties. 

W. L. Cope. Ryerson Press, Toron- 
to, stated that such increases would 
not result.
